(s) Post War School Leaving Certificate of Burma; 

(t) Certificate granted by the East Bengal Secondary 
Educational Board, Dacca. 

(u) Advanced class (Indian Navy) Examination; 

(v) Vidyadhikari Diploma of Gurukul University 
Kangri, Hardwar; 

(w) Adhikari Diploma of Gurukul Univers-ity, Brinda- 

ban; 

(x) Final School Standard Examination of the National 
Council of Education, Jadhavpur, West Bengal, 
(since inception). 

12. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and flee from any physical defect likely to interfere with 
the efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of the 
Service. A candidate, who after such medical examination, 
as may bo prescribed by the competent authority, is found 
not to satisfy these requirements, will not be appointed. 
Only such candidates as are likely to be considered for 
appointment will be medically examined. 

13. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility

for a specified period: — 

(a) by the Commission from admission to anv exami- 
nation or appearance at any interview held bv 
the Commission for selection of candidates; and 

(b) by the Central Government from employment 
under the Government. 

16. No recommendations except those required in the 
application form will be taken into consideration. Any 
attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain support for 
his candidature by any means may disqualify him for 
admission. 


Note 1— Success in the examination confers no right to 
appointment, unless Government are satisfied, after such 
enquiry as may be considered necessary, that the Candi- 
date is suitable in all respects for appointment to the Ser- 
vice.
